Former Scoutmaster Daniel 
Newman was sentenced to 15 
years in prison after pleading 
guilty in a Campbell County 
courtroom to sexually abusing 
young boys. 

Circuit Judge Leonard Ko- 
powski on Tuesday accepted 
Newman's Alford plea, in which 
he admits that the state has 
enough evidence to convict him, 
but he can continue to maintain 
his innocence. 

The plea 'is part of a three- 
county agreement that coils for 
Newman to enter Alford pieas to 
21 counts of sodomy and sex 
abuse. In return, he will be sen- 
tenced to a total of 15 years in 
prison. 

Before passing sentence. Ko- 
powski noted that families of the 
victims had agreed to the settle* 
ment. 

On Monday, Kenton County 
Circuit Judge James Gilliece also 
sentenced Newman tcr 15 years- 
in prison. Newman is expected 
: td receive the, same sentence in. 
t^Pencfletoa- (^uncsv where: he has 
"entered^air Alford plea to 10* 
charges. 

Newman told Kopowski he 
was pleading guilty because he 




faced a much longer prison term 
if he were convicted of the char- 
ges. 

"If s more or 
less for the time 
that's involved/* 
he said.

A judge has sentenced a for- 
mer Cub Scout leader to 15 years 
in prison for molesting boys. 

Kenton County Circuit Judge 
James Gilliece on Monday fol- 
lowed terms of a plea bargain 
chat call for Daniel K. Newman 
co receive a cotai of 15 years on 
sex charges in three counties. 

Gilliece said the 15-year sen- 
tence he gave Monday should be 
served concurrently with sen- 
tences Newman is expected to 
receive in Campbell and Pendle- 
ton counties this week. 

Newman. 33, of Covington, 
must serve half of his 15-year 
sentence before he is eligible for 
parole. Gilliece said Newman 
will be credited with the days he 
has served in jail since his arrest 
in September 1988. 

Newman was accused of mo- 



lesting boys during Cub Scout 
overnight camping trips to Kin- 
caid Lake State Park near Fal- 
mouth. Police charged that other 
offenses occured at Newman's 
home, in garages he rented in 
Covington and Ft. Thomas, and 
in his car. 

Newman entered an Alford 
plea last month in Kenton Coun- 
ty Circuit Court to four counts 
of first-degree sodomy and two 
counts of first-degree sexual 
abuse. The piea means he does 
not admit guilt but concedes evi- 
dence could convict him. The 
piea results in a conviction. 

In return, Kenton County 
prosecutors dropped nine other 
counts and recommended a 15- 
year sentence. Newman had 
been facing life in prison. 

Agreements with prosecutors 
from the other counties also 
were reached. 



Newman faces five sex char- 
ges in Campbell County, where 
he is scheduled to enter an Al- 
ford piea and be sentenced to- 
day. He is scheduled to be 
sentenced Thursday in Pendle- 
ton County, where he entered an 
Alford plea to 10 counts. 

Newman agreed to the plea 
bargains in the third day of a 
trial in Kenton County. Police 
produced a recently discovered 
hotel receipt signed by Newman 
they said corroborated stories by 
several young boys who said 
Newman had forced them to 
have sex with him. 

Newman, dressed in a blue 
sun, stood quietly beside defense 
attorney Margo Grubbs during 
Monday's sentencing. He de- 
clined comment afterward. 

Ms. Grubbs said Newman 
continues co maintain he is inno- 
cent.

reached with prosecutors in Pen- 
dleton and Campbell counties. 
The sentence would be concur- 
rent. 

Pendleton County Common- 
wealth Attorney Jack Keith Jr. 
said Newman has agreed to 
chansre his plea to 10 sex charges 
in Pendleton County in return 
for a 15-year sentence. Campbell 
County Commonwealth Attorney 
Lou Ball said he has reached the 
same agreement on the five sex 
charges against Newman tn his 
county. 

Newman will he eligible for 
parole after he serves half of his 
sentence. 

Covington Police Sgt. Janet 
Radenheimer found the key evi- 
dence over the weekend. 

One of the boys who said 
Newman molested him told in- 
vestigators about taking a trip 
with Newman to a Kenton Coun- 
ty hotel. After searching through 
receipts for about five hours, po- 
lice found a receipt that 
matched the time, date and 
room number the boy had given 
investigators, Sgt. Radenheimer 
said. 

Newman had not been 
charged in that specific incident, 
but the document contained 
enough evidence to corroborate 
the boy's story and impress the 
jurors, she said. 

Newman had faced life in 
prison on the 30 counts of sod- 
omy and sex abuse against him 
in the three counties, 

Grothaus said Newman met 
some of the boys through his 
work as a Boy Scoot troop lead- 
er and as a member of the Big 
Brothers/Big Sisters group. 

The attacks took place at 
Newman's Covington home, at 
garages he owned in Covington 
and Ft, Thomas, and on camping 
trips to Kincaid Lake State Park, 
according to investigators. A 
dozen young boys between the 
ages of 9 and 14 were molested 
between 1985 and 1983, Sgt. Rad- 
enheimer said. 

Before reaching the agree- 
ment. Grothaus, Sgt. Radenhei- 
mer and others involved in the 
investigation spoke to the vic- 



tims and family members. Ail ac- 
cepted it, Grothaus said. 

One father, who asked not to 
be identified to protect his son, 
said the parents are glad to have 
the episode behind them. The 
parents wanted to save their 
sons the trauma of testifying 
about the abuse, the father said, 

"One of them said 100 years 
wouldn't be enough for what he 
did, but it was worth 15 years to 
get out of this nightmare," he 
said. 

Grothaus said he would not 
have made the agreement if the 
parents objected strongly. 

t4 I would definitely consider it 
a victory — not oniy for the com- 
monwealth, but aiso for the kids 
in this case," Grothaus said. 

'T think it's safe to say they 
are ail relieved that it's over and 
they can get on with their lives. 
These children have been 
through a lot. I don't think I've 
seen any individuals display 
courage like that in my life.'* 

Newman. 33. has been in the 
Kenton County Jail since his ar- 
rest urSeptember 1988. Jail offi- 
cials have not been told when 
and- to where he will be moved 
for his prison term. 

Newman's trial on the Kenton 
County charges began last week, 
and was entering its third day 
when prosecutors told Ms. 
Grubbs they had new evidence. 

After a day of discussions, the 
agreement was reached. 

Before Newman entered his 
plea shortly before 7 p.m., he sat 
in the courtroom, handcuffed, 
talking to family members. He 
maintained his innocence. 

*T don't want to" plea, he said 
quietly, adding that he didn't 
know why he was signing the 
agreement. 

"It's too much/' he said. "It'd 
take a week to explain it/'

"The same boy is involved in 
every one of these" charges, 
Newman said. He was referrmg 
to the 13-year-oid 3oy Scout, 12 
at the time the offenses allegedly 
took place, whose accusations 
Led to the first police charges. 

"My wife would kill me if she 
heard me say this/' Newman 
said, continuing: "Even now, af- 
ter all this, I feel sorry for the 
. kid." Newman said the boy, who 
acknowledged in court that he 
had been sexually abused by a 
brother several years ago, "is a 
troubled child." 

"This can happen to any man 
that deals with kids," Newman 
said. "I just cannot believe that 
kids can be so vicious."
